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City closer to cable TV decision 

Officials plan to hire consultant to draft ordinance 


Schools 

begin 

cutbacks

Action taken Monday by the 
Romulus school board to cutback on 
bus transportation, increase school 
starting times, and begin a 5-hour 
school day will save the school 
district about $1 million over the 
next two years. 

All three changes will begin at the 
start of the second semester. 

But, Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, 
Erector of personnel, was quick to 
emphasize to parents that there will 
be no interruption of bus service to 
students. The latest buses returning 
students home will leave 15 minutes 
later than the current 3 p.m. return 
time, he said. 

By a 4-2 vote, the school board 
accepted Supt. William Bedell’s 
recommendation to begin a 5-hour 
school day beginning with the 
second semester Feb. 2 in grades K- 
12 . 

Voting for the shortened school 
day were trustees Wayne Avery, 
Ridiard Campbell, Theresa Kraft 
and Etnily Hopewell. Voting against 
were trustee Mike Woods and Joan 
Marviscin. Trustee Shirley Lom- 
bardi was absent due to illness. 

An earlier motion to confine the 
shortened school day only to the 
secondary schools failed by an 
identical 4-2 margin, with the vote' 
recorded in reverse order 
Dr. Bedell explained that the 
school district will save a total of 
$302,500 this year and $605,000 next 
year in teacher’s salaries and 
benefits by going to the shorter day. 
According to figures given the 
-^H^ pr^-LeCesne , 04 of the 96 
teachers receiving layoff notices in 
November will be kept on the 
payroll. Notices were sent in an- 
ticipation of changing from a 6-hour 
dav to a 5-hour day, he said. 

The school board granted 
unanimous approval to the 
superintendent’s recommendation 
to cut 20 bus drivers and 20 school 
buses and increase school starting 
times from two to four for the 
remainder of this and next school 
year. 

Dr. Bedell said the move will save 
the Romulus school district $108,000 
this year and $234,000 next year, for 
a total of $342,000, in school bus 
drivers’ salaries, fringes and bus 
maintenance. 

The additional starting times will 
enable the use of the same buses, 
thereby cutting down on the total. 
Dr. Bedell explained. 

Dr. LeCesne said the current 7:45 
a m. and 8:30 a.m. school starting 
times will be changed as follows: 
senior high school will begin at its 
usual 7:45 a m. time; junior high 
schools will start at 8:30 a.m.; and 
elementary schools will begin at 9 
a.m. and 9:45 a.m. 

However, which schools will start 
at which time will be announced 
later, but prior to the start of the 
second semester, he said. 

The $907,500 saved in teachers’

A Romulus councilman last week 
expressed concern over a Dearborn 
company’s proposal to build a plant 
in the city that uses deadly chlorine 
gas. 

Councilman Ed Rush’s comments 
came during discussion on site plan 
approval granted Dec. 15, 1980 by 
the City Planning Commission to 
Happley-Reitzel Inc. of Dearborn for 
a sodium hyperchlorite plant near 
Wabash and Northline roads. 
Council took no action last week. 

Rush cited newspaper stories 
nation-wide which recount instances 
where railroad and truck tqnk cars 
of chlorine gas and other dangerous 
materials rupture, causing residents 
of the immediate area to be 
evacuated. 

Happley-Reitzel wants to con- 
struct its plant on the south side of 
Wabash, just west of Northline 
Road, on a 3Vacre site that is 
currently zoned M-2 heavy in- 
dustrial. 

The proposed plant, which would 
manufacture bleach for disinfecting 
swimming pools, purifying drinking 
water supplies or treating waste 
water, had a condition put on its site 
plan approval. 

The Planning Commission, upon 
recommendation of B. David San- 
ders, city planner, stipulated that 
Happlev-Reitzel must obtain a 
permit from the Wayne County Air 
Pollution Control before the firm 
would be issued a city building 
permit. 

Steve Henry, a member of the 
audience at last week's council 
meeting, questioned swift site plan 
approval for the sodium hyper- 
chlorite plant without any public 
hearings. 

He also questioned why Happley- 
Reitzel got such fast action in view 
of the difficult time being ex- 
perienced by DetRo Recovery 
Products of Detroit, the company 
proposing to build a sludge treat- 
ment plant in Romulus.

Council Chairman Mary Ann 
Banks explained to Henry that since 
construction of the sodium hyper- 
chlorite plant was permitted under 
M-2 zoning, no public hearings are 
required. 

Last week, Sanders, who is con- 
tracted as the city planner from 
Christoper Wzacny & Associates of 
Birmingham and Detroit, said he 
sees, no problem with building the 
sodium hyperchlorite plant in the 
city. 

Although he admitted that 
dangerous chlorine gas was a raw 
material that would be used in the 
manufacture of bleach, Sanders said 
such materials go through Romulus 
daily on railroad tank cars with no 
problems encountered. Chlorine gas 
would be shipped in tank cars to the 
Romulus plant on a spur siding. 

He said a similar type plant in 
Livonia has had no difficulties in 12 
years of operation, he also cited 
another such plant in Riverview and

Boy, 6, to testify 
in murder trial of 
elderly babysitter 

A six-year-old boy’s testimony today is expected to weigh heavily on whether 
a Romulus youth will be bound over to Wayne County Circuit Court on a charge 
of first-degree murder. 

Jay Leininger will testify in Romulus 34th District Court as to what he saw 
and heard early in the evening of Jan. 2, 1981 in his family’s apartment when 
Mrs. Helen Filipkowski, 68, his babysitter, was brutally stabbed to death. 

Arrested and charged in the slaying is David E. Parson, 18, a neighbor of both 
the slain victim and Mrs. Kyoko (Kay) Leininger in the Oakbrook Apartments 
in Romulus. 

According to Det. Frank Burton of the Wayne County Sheriff’s Dept., Jay 
related how Parson came to the apartment where Mrs. Filipkowski was 
babysitting for him and his two-year-old sister. 

After being turned down by the elderly babysitter on his request for her to 
drive him to the store to get his check cashed, Parson obtained permission to 
get a glass of water from the kitchen, the boy told police. 

When he heard “grandma’’ scream, the boy ran into the kitchen where he saw 
both Parson and the babysitter covered with blood. The youth fled and Mrs. 
Filipkowski told both children to go next door to the apartment of Mrs. Gloria 
Main. She ther\ collapsed on the sofa and died before Mrs. Main entered the

police with valuable evidence in the murder case. 

Lindberg said Monday that police hope to establish in court today that a 
crime was committed and show the probability that the suspect did the slaying.

Council approves 
contracts for 2 
new employees 


Contracts for two new appointees 
named recently by Romulus Mayor 
William M. Oakley were approved 
last week by City Council. 

Mrs. Patsy Cantrell was hired as 
the finance director at an annual 
salary of $22,000. with a provision 
that she be increased to $22,750 
after six months if her per- 
formance warrants. 

She served previously as a 
coordinator with the Wayne- 
Westland school district. 

Joseph Hovorka of Taylor was 
hired as a deputy assessor at an 
annual salary of $16,500. 

Both contracts will run con- 
currently with the mayor’s term of 
office. 


Mrs. Cantrell and Hovorka will 
not receive fringe benefits to which 
full-time city employes are entitled, 
including hospitalization insurance 
and the city’s pension plan, ac- 
cording to the terms of the con- 
tract. 

Appointment of Mrs. Cantrell as 
finance director, coupled with the 
loan of a second B-80 computer by 
the Burroughs Corp. is expected to 
give added leverage to the city’s 
effort to straighten, out its current 
financial dilemma and put it back 
on an even keel.

salaries, benefits, and bus main- 
tenance. will add up to a total 
reduction of* $1,249,500 over the 
remainder of this and the next 
school year, said Dr. Bedell. 

In making his recommendation to 
go to a 5-hour school day, the 
superintendent cited the following 
school districts with all or some 
portion of their enrollments on the 
same program: Allen Park,* 
Crestwood, Lincoln Park, Livonia, 
Plymouth (9th grade), Bedford 
Union, and Taylor.

Police arrest duo in phony check-cashing scheme 


Suspect's getaway vehicle smashes into school building 


The last day of 190 was one that 
will be well remembered by a 
Detroit man and woman who were 
arrested at a Romulus bank by 
police and charged with operating a 
check-cashing scheme. 

Scheduled for arraignment today 
in 34th District Court in Romulus are 
Darnell Taylor, 27, and Angela 
Hardiman, 21, said Det Ed Lind- 
berg of the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Dept. 


The two had been arraigned in 
District Court Jan. 2 on a charge of 
uttering and publishing, said Lind- 
berg. 

Conviction carries a penalty of up 
to 14 years in prison. 

According to Lindberg and Det 
Frank Burton’s investigation. 
Taylor and Hardiman attempted to 
cash phony checks at the Wyandotte 
Savings Bank, 29501 Eureka Rd., on 
Dec. 31. 


Taylor tried to cash a check on the 
K & K Trucking Co. of Wayne for 
$364.82, at the drive-in window from 
his car. Hardiman, about the same 
time, presented a check for $335.58 
on the same trucking firm to an 
inside teller, he said 

Bank officials had been alerted to 
be on the lookout for checks on the 
trucking company. They called 
police 


Taylor fled in his car, t 
captured by police several miles 
away when his vehicle went out of 
control and smashed into a school 
building. 

Hardiman ran on foot into a 
nearby field and was arrested a few 
minutes later hiding behind a 
nearby gasoline service station, said 
the detective 

Lindberg said both Taylor and 
Hardiman opened savings accounts 


at another branch of the banking 
chain, depositing small sums of 
money, receiving a passbook and 
identification card 

Later, checks on the K & K 
company began appearing at branch 
offices of the VVyandotte Savings 
Bank under false names and bank 
officials were told to be on the alert 
for anyone cashing checks on the 
trucking firm 

Lindberg explained that in Sep- 


tember a quantity of blank checks 
were stolen from the trucking 
company in Wayne 

Police are investigating whether 
this was the first time that the two 
suspects had been involved in a 
check-cashing operation. 

When the duo cashed checks, they 
told bank tellers they had a savings 
account with one of their branches 
and produced identification cards as 
proof, Lindberg said

Dog Days 

Have you purchased license tags? 


The city of Romulus has scheduled the last three Saturdays of 
February 1981 for the innoculation of and sale of license tags for 
dogs belonging to residents, announced Treasurer Beverly 
McAnally. 

Oi Feb. 14, 21 and 28, dog owners can come to the old fire hall 
on Goddard Road, east of Wayne Road, from 1:30 to 3 p.m. to 
have their dogs innoculated and to buy license tags, said the 
treasurer. 

‘A veterinarian will be on duty and the fees will remain the 
same as the last two years,” she explained. 

McAnally said that dog owners who take advantage of the 
three days will be able to meet the March 1, 1981 deadline for 
both innoculation and tags. 

“These days are being set aside by the city to help ensure the 
safety of its citizens and to prevent dog owners from being 
ticketed during the dog canvass this coming spring,” she said. 

Dog owners discovered during the annual spring canvass as 
not having shots or tags for their pets will receive tickets and

will face penalties, the treasurer said 

“There is no reason why local residents should not take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to have their dogs innoculated and to 
buy licenses for them, either for one, two or three years, said 
McAnally. 

After March 1, in addition to fines imposed by the court, 
violators will have to pay a $1.50 penalty up to Dec. 1, 1981, she 
noted. 

Dog license tags for neutered male and female dogs will cost 
$5 for one year, $9 for two years, and $13 for three years. Rates 
for neutered dogs are much cheaper, she said, running $1.50 for 
oneyear, $2.50 for two years, and $4 for three years. 

“Senior citizens who own dogs will pay only one half of those 
amounts for tags for their pets,” she explained. 

McAnally said it was important that dog owners take care of 
this duty now. 

“The cost of the shots will be chaper than if owners tool their 
pets to a private veterinarian,” said the treasurer. 


Old legal fee to be paid 


Explaining that there is “no reliable basis” for the city to 
defend itself, the city attorney for Romulus last week urged City 
Council to pay an old legal bill authorized in 1975 for former 
Mayor Terry Trout t. 

Charles Lowthersaid the city’s payment of a $1,200 compromise 
settlement would save it another $1,200, plus interest and court 
costs. 

In his memorandum to Mayor William M. Oakley and City 
Council, Lowther stated: “In the event that council chooses this 
alternative (not to pay costs), I would like some direction as to 
what reason the city may have for refusing to pay as I have 
searched very carefully and found no reliable basis upon which to 
establish our defense.” 

The city is being sued by Barris, Sott, Denn & Driker, the law 


firm which represented Trout and which was authorized by 
council resolution 75-482 on June 10, 1975 

The first suit by Stewart was filed against Trout after the mayor 
brought to the council’s attention the fact that the councilman was 
not paying taxes on property he owned. 

After council approved retention of legal counsel for Trout, he 
was defended by Barris, Sott, Denn & Driker. Over the years and 
during the subsequent term of office of Stewart after he became 
mayor, the bills stayed unpaid. 

In his recommendation that council pay the compromise set- 
tlement of $1,200, Lowther stated the law firm’s bill “is not 
unreasonable”. 

After discussion on the matter, council voted to direct Lowther 
to prepare a detailed breakdow n of the legal fees owned to the law 
firm and to present it at the next meeting.

Joyner: 'Stop absentee vote abuse' 


Wayne County Commissioner R 
William Joyner of Plymouth (D-27th 
District) has requested board 
support of two resolutions this week 
that will: 1) Help stem abuses of 
absentee balloting, and 2) Provide 
Michigan retailers tax credits on 
bad debts and checks. 

Joyner’s proposals, referred to the 
county’s Legislative Committee for 
further study, seek to develop 
corrective legislation that would 
allow sales tax credits of accounts 
written off as bad debts or bad 
checks 

“This type of legislation would 
have tremendous benefit and realize 
savings to Michigan retailers of over 
$2 million per year.” he said. “Of the 
45 states that have sales tax only 10 


do not allow such credits. Michigan 
is one of them.” 

Presently, Michigan’s handling 
allowance for sales tax collection 
only allows the retailer to receive as 
a reimbursement, a maximum 
amount of $2 dollars per month per 
store. 

No other state, according to 
Joyner, has such a low, flat-fee 
handling allowance on tax collected, 
and the Michigan Merchants Council 
Legislative Advisory Committee is 
proposing a change in the law' as 24 
other states have done, to provide an 
allowance based on a percentage of 
the sales collected 

“The Council,” he added, “is 
drafting legislation that proposes a 
two percent reimbursement of the

WHAT DOES THE TERM 
"HOSPICE" MEAN? 

During medieval times, a hospice was a way 
station where travelers could rest and relax 
before continuing on their journey. In the late 
19th century it became a term used to identify 
homes and hospital-like locations where 
Roman Catholic nuns cared for the dying. 
Today the hospice has become a whole new 
thought concept relating Itself to the needs of 
the dying and terminally ill. Psychologist 
Robert Kastenbaum identifies this special 
concern as the latest development of the 
death awareness movement. The hospice 
concept recognizes two cardinal needs of the 
dying: 1.) the need for relief from pain and 
2.) a closer contact with loved ones. 

With these two specific needs in mind, health- 
care professionals are now exploring alter 
native methods to care for the terminally III, 
methods other than those normally provided 
in the traditional hospital setting. 

The greatest attention is being given to that 
of homecare of the terminally ill. Special 
hospital units or teams of doctors, nurses and 
psychologists are working toward this special 
home-care technique.

Council to hold 
special hearings 


Residents of three drain districts 
in the west central portion of 
Romulus will soon receive letters 
from the city clerk’s office in- 
forming them of how much the 
Wayne County Drain Commission 
will assess them individually for 
tndogging drains in their areas. 

Romulus City Council at a public 
hearing last Tuesday directed Clerk 
Leonard J. Folmar to send the 
letters with information from the 
Drain Commission. 

Council also indicated it would set 
up a special hearing at which 
Charles Youngblood, county drain 
commissioner, or his appointed 
representative would be present to 
answer questions and to explain the 
<k*ain clearing operation. 

Last week’s public hearing was 
scheduled after the city’s Dept, of 
Public Works received petitions 
requesting cleaning of drains from 
residents in the Post, Vealy and 
Barlow drain districts. 

Residents in those areas had 
complained that clogged drains had 
resulted in flooding of their 
properties and homes. After the 
public hearing was set, the city sent 
letters to affected property owners

informing them of the time and 
place. 

According to Folmar, the cost of 
unplugging drains could range from 
a minimum of $7 to a maximum of 
$5,000 per property owner. Cost 
would depend upon the size of the 
property and the number of drain 
districts in which the property is 
located. 

Under the drain commission’s 
proposed plan, costs would be levied 
for cutting out trees and heavy 
bushes, removing spoiled dirt, and 
hauling it away for disposal at 
another site. 

At last week’s public hearing, 
some residents said they believed 
flooding was caused by an un- 
dersized drain tile under the C & 0 
Railroad. However, the Drain 
Commission in previous 
correspondence with the city had 
stated the tile was of sufficient size 
to handle draining in the area. 

Residents at the public hearing 
said they wanted to know more 
about what the Drain Commission 
planned to do and more exact costs. 
Council then directed the clerk to 
send that information to affected 
area residents after it was obtained 
from the county. 


All about caring 
for your dog

Dogs may begin into their first 
heat cycle as early as six months of 
age and continue having heat cycles 
usually once every six months 
thereafter. The first heat cycle may 
be delayed for a variety of reasons 
such as poor nutrition, inherited 
factors, or disease. 

The heat cycle begins with a 
swollen vulva which usually 
remains swollen throughout the heat 
and slight bloody discharge. 

Between 8 to 10 days after the 
beginning of the heat, the discharge 
may turn clear or yellowish or there 
may not be any visible discharge. 

At 12 to 14 days the bloody 
discharge may return then disap- 
pear again between 14 to 21 days. 

Conception may take place at any 
time during the 21 day heat cycle. 
The most likely time for the female 
to conceive is between 10 to 14 days 
from the beginning of the heat. 

If puppies are not wanted, the 
female must be watched closely 


Airing her heat cycle to avoid 
breeding. 

During a heat cycle, the female’s 
scent will attrack males from long 
Astances. The males may dig under 
or hop over a fence to approach the 
female. Females are also known to 
try to leave their own yards or 
homes during this time. 

If there are any male dogs in the 
same house, the two should be 
separated to avoid breeding, even if 
they are related. 

A female dog will continue having 
heat cycles throughout her lifetime. 
The cycles may become farther and 
farther apart as she grows older and 
occasionally she may go through a 
silent heat in which she shows no 
external signs. Male dogs will still 
be attracted to her during this time 
and she may still be bred and able to 
conceive. 

There are drugs that may be given 
to prevent a heat cycle, however, the 
only permanent method to keep your 
female out of heat and avoid un- 
wanted pregnancies is to have her 
neutered.

How does this work, anyway? 


We talked about a foolproof 
way to load film into your 35mm 
camera 

In order to get images on this 
Him, we have to expose it 
properly 

In other words, a splash of light 
will strike the film and you as a 
photographer have to make sure 
the splash is not too big or too 
small. 

Most modern cameras have a 
meter built into them. That is 
why you have to dial in the film 
speed. You are telling the meter 
in the camera how sensitive to 
light is the film you are using. 

The meters in our cameras 
work very well The Japanese 
have provided us with in- 
struments that are usually very 
accurate. To fully utilize all of 
this accuracy it is necessary to go 
beyond matching needles or 
diodes, or leaving the camera on 
automatic exposure all of the 


time. 

You have to know how your 
meter views the world, so you can 
correct it’s mistakes. (Some of 
you who do not know the dif- 
ference between f-stops and 
shutter speeds may be shaking 
your heads now. Don’t worry. 
S ou can understand how meters 
work ) 

First vou have to imagine the 
whitest of whites. Then you have 
to imagine the blackest of blacks. 
Finally, you have to imagine the 
tone that comes between white 
and black. In the black and white 
world of in-camera exposure 
meters this tone is called 18 
percent reflectance, or “middle 
gray”. 

If you can’t imagine what this 
looks like go to your camera 
store and buy one; its called a 
'Kodak Neutral Test Card ." 
Your meter assumes that most 
scenes you view through your 


camera have a variety of tones 
which, when averaged, make a 
middle gray. 

For metering purposes there 
are two kinds of light; that which 
falls on the subject (incident) and 
that which is reflected by the 
subject (reflectance). Your 
camera’s meter reads reflected 
light. Additionally, it reads the 
intensity of the reflected light 
Most subjects have a variety of 
reflectances, for example, a 
woman clothed in a light colored 
blouse and dark slacks. She is out 
in the bright (incident) sunlight. 
Her blouse is reflecting most of 
the incident light-thus it is very 
bright Her slacks are absorbing 
most of the incident light, thus 
they are very dark. 

The meter averages these two 
reflectances into middle gray and 
the film is properly exposed at a 
certain f-stop and shutter speed. 
Then we walk into the shade of a 


tree The incident light is not as 
bright. The meter averages the 
reflected values and tells the 
camera to let in a bigger splash of 
light, via f-stops and shutter 
speeds, (probably about 8 times 
as much) so the film gets the 
same equivalent exposure it got 
out in the sunshine. 

This system works fine, until 
we toss a totally white or totally 
black object in front of our 
viewfinder. Your exposure meter 
is too dumb to realize that the 
world is now, for example, very 
dark It sees the object as middle 
gray and tells the camera to use a 
f-stop and a shutter speed to 
make it so on your film. 

At this point you step in and re- 
assert your mastery over the 
technology. If you want black 
instead of middle gray, you have 
to “underexpose” by a f-stop or 
two, (thejiext largest number on 
the lense) depending on how 


black you want your subject. If 
you want white instead of middle 
gray you have to ’’overexpose” 
by a f-stop or two, (the next 
smallest number) depending on 
how white you want your subject. 
When in doubt, take more than 
one shot 

In a practical sense, the most 
useful application of your new 
knowledge is in avoiding what 
may be the number one error in 
metering among amateur 
photographers-backlighting. 

Lel’s assume you are taking a 
portrait in front of a window 
during the day. First you meter 
the scene improperly and much 
of the brightness from the win- 
dow is included The meter 
makes this whiteness a middle 
gray and the face of vour subject 
is underexposed. In fact, it looks 
like s silhouette. Realizing your 
error you then meter the scene 
properly. You move in and take a

I believe it demonstrated a lack of sensitivity to 
persons and business in our community who are 
currently facing serious financial and job dif- 
ficulties and to the state which also has serious 
financial difficulties. 

For these and other reasons, I requested that the 
Board first seek outside help in evaluating Dr 
Dyer s recommendations so that he and t^e Board 
would know for certain exactly what we were 
being asked to approve and what the present and 
future financial impact would be on the district. 
When my six colleagues voted to support the 
Superintendent’s recommendation without this 
information, I felt that as on other occasions, I 
could not rubber stamp his recommendations. 

According to my personal analysis, it appears 
that the first year salary and other cash benefit 
adjustments were averaging in excess of $6,800 
per employee. 

In addition, a Christmas gift list of other fringe 
benefit adjustments averaging over $3,600 per 
employee was being recommended Taken 
together, this represented a total first year 
package in excess of $10,000 per employee. This is 
substantially more than adjustments granted our 
other employees, is the largest adjustment ever 
granted any employee group in my 12 years as a 
board trustee, and I believe it is excessive. I in- 
dicated that I would submit my analysis for proper 
review. 

A little more than one month ago, our school 
superintendent and your school board asked that 
you reject three state reform tax proposals. These 
were defeated by a very narrow margin, implying 
citizen demand for reform. How soon some of our 
representatives forget! Our school district had to 
adopt a 1980-81 budget which severly restricts 
student school supplies, eliminates most school 
district repair and maintenance items, required 
program restrictions and employee lay-offs. 

The State has already cut back school financial 
support and has indicated that further reductions 
can be expected 

State employees are being layed off or being 
required to take days off without pay in order to 
avoid additional lay-offs 

I believe we must also be practicing fiscal 
restraint. 


Many of our employee fringe benefits ad- 
justments, recommended by the superintendent 
for other employees, once approved by the board, 
automatically accrue to our superintendent under 
the terms of his contract. Perhaps this explains 
why some of our employees already enjoy more 
and better benefits than most taxpayers in our 
district. 

I suggest Mr. Doline, that you contact our 
Superintendent and ask him for a list of all fringe 
benefits he and our employees have and what you 
now' find yourself paying for. 

It will give you some idea w'hy your taxes have 
now increased, why they will continue to increase, 
and why we have been paying one of the highest 
school tax in the state. 

It will also partially explain why some of our 
school needs are being shorted, neglected, or are 
unmet We have already committed future tax- 
payers and boards to substantial costs which, 
without the infusion of additional funds, can only 
be met by reducing our educational program and- 
or the number of school employees. 

As a result of the large taxpayer support for the 
tax reform programs in November, we are now 
hearing from our government and political 
leaders on new tax reform proposals For many 
reformers, reform seems to mean to find some 
way to get more money from the already over- 
burdened taxpayer without letting him know he is 
being skinned. 

Fiscal restraint and responsibility, such as we 
should be practicing at this time, is seldom or ever 
suggested. 

After serving 12 years as one of your school 
board trustees I have observed many well 
meaning administrators and school board trustees 
trying to serve the best interest of our children and 
community. 

I do wonder at times just who is presently being 
served. 

I believe that the time has come, in order for 
taxpayers to have some control over the ex- 
penditures of their state and local education tax 
dollars to seek the establishment of a State School 
Salary and Fringe Benefit Board. The purpose of 
such a board would be to establish, monitor, 
control, and determine equitable local salary and 
fringe benefits. 

Presently, we are on a merry-go-round in which 
our children are always the first to be shorted. 
Part time well meaning, sometime controlled, 
sometime ill informed or uninformed elected 
school board trustees are often no match for the 
bureaucracy. 

Mr Doline, thank you for publicly expressing 
your concerns. 

If more people would take time to express 
themselves. I am certain that we would have 
better government. I hope my comments will shed 
some light on the reasons for my negative vote. It 
‘is my opinion that the school board acted in haste. 

I could not support the recommendations of the 
Superintendent, some of which are self-serving 
and for which you and I will be paying for for 
many years to come

Nazis give me a nauseous feeling. I 
hated them back in the forties and I abhor 
them today. They stand for everything vile 
in civilization. 

I remember Hitler’s great victories — 
the dictator who couldn’t be stopped;

“The mistake that they are making is that, 
they think they have a base of support 
which they don’t actually have. I think that 
these groups will eventually find that they 
are not wanted by the general public.” 

That may be true. But history has 
proven differently. When strong men turn 
their backs on a problem they are no 
longer strong. 

“Peace in our time.” Those of us who 
have been around will never forget 
Low'ell Thomas’s report from England on 
the arrival from Germany of Britain's 
Prime Minister, Neville Chamberlain. 
Waving that piece of paper signed by 
Hitler, Chamberlain declared: “There 
will be peace in our time.” 

Soon afterwards the world erupted into a 
war that none of us have ever forgotten. 

And now come these neo-Nazis. Most of 
them young. Open-mouthed babes who 
didn’t sit in their classrooms to learn the 
infamy that totalitarian governments 
cause. Nazis who lament that the world’s » 
problems are caused by minorities, by 
Jews, by anyone that they feel it’s proper 
to intimidate. 

These are society’s dropouts. They will 
never admit to themselves that the only 
reason they have banded together is , 
because they are a bunch of losers. They 
are w eak and hope to seduce others of their 
kind into their pack. 

But because these derisive critics of our 
society are unmistakably in the minority, 
should we turn our backs on them? Let 
^ them grow? And one day, like those 
drunkards who left a Munich beergarten, 
become so powerful that we will have to 
destroy them, or be destroyed? 

Grief comes from “appeasement.” 

As long as there is a free press, we will 
confront those, fight those who would 
enslave others whom they consider “in- 
ferior.” 

It is unfortunate that we can't 
manufacture a time machine and trans- 
port these neo-Nazis back into time. 

And drop them off in Germany in about 
the year 1945.

We as children and grand- 
children of seniors can not 
possibly provide the attention 
and care they so greatly need, 
Westland Department of Aging 
can. Not one of us is exempt from 
the aging process; it’s time to lay 
the groundwork and prepare for 
our senior years. 

Being an Activities Director in 
a nursing home, I see how much 
time seniors have on their hands, 
and our residents are in a large 
facility where much socialization 
can occur. Just imagine how 
much empty time will be on the 
hands of those out in the com- 
munity if their programs are cut 
or eliminated. Even though we 
have many activities within our 
building, these people need 
community contact. If the 
Department of Aging is 
eliminated there will be no place 
for us to go.

The agencies 
I called were not interested in 
letting us participate in their 
programs. They did not w'ant to 
provide services for us at their

Our residents are 
no different then seniors in the 
community, sure some are in 
wheelchairs, some are even hard 
to understand when they speak, 
but they have the same needs as 
other seniors. Apparently 
Westlands Department of Aging 
understood that, because only 
their staff welcomed us with open 
arms. 

I resent the assumption that the 
Department is an unimportant 
frill. I am not exaggerating when 
I say these programs are a 
necessity for the physical and 
mental well being of seniors. 

It is important that every 
Westland voter think twice before 
pulling the lever in February. 
Westland can be proud of their 
Department of Aging, it is the 
best in the state. They are an 
example to many other cities just 
starting their departments. Keep 
in mind there have been no 
millage increases since 1966.

Teacher defends 
open campus 

EDITOR — Recently, several 
Franklin Junior High teachers 
signed a guest editorial that 
contained numerous glaring 
inaccuracies and untenable 
conclusions (“About civil rights 
of high school students’*). 

First, the press is taken to task 
for “highly biased reporting,” a 
charge clearly without foun- 
dation. 

Reporters were only reporting 
a sequence of events that 
culminated in a lawsuit against 
the Wayne-W r estland Community 
Schools to prevent illegal sear- 
ches of vehicles on school 
property. Either the teachers 
don’t know the meaning of“bias,“ 
or they are operating under their 
own set of biases. 

The letter goes on to state,

The 'Philadelphia Plan' 


(A recent court decision in Cleveland requires that high school basketball 
teams in that city must be integrated by recruiting two white players for 
every team. Mr. Shanker uses this week's column and the Cleveland case to 
explore the controversial question of racial quotas. The Cleveland case 
serves as an excellent example of the unfairness of quota systems. )

Something has finally happened which may settle the issue of racial 
quotas once and for all. Some years ago the federal government imposed 
what came to be called the "Philadelphia Plan." Under it construct 
contracts which involved government funds, had to guarantee that a nar- 
bcular percentage of the skilled building trades workers would be members 
of minority groups. The building-trades unions and the labor movement in 
general were opposed. The unions argued that for the most part there were 

not enough minority group members who were qualified and that instead of 

demanding instant results through quotas, the answer was in opening up 
apprenticeship training programs to increase the numbers of qualified 
nrunority workers. (One such program established by the Randolph In- 

reults’ ) thC Recru,tment and Trainin g Program, has produced impressive 

But when the building trades were fighting the Philadelphia Plan, they got 
little support from intellectuals or from college professors The trades 
woricers were stereotyped as Archie Bunker bigots.

Washington or the courts. Many objected that the use of quotas in higher 
education would dilute traditional standards of merit and lead to the ad- 
mission of some who were not qualified at the expense of applicants who 
were. 

A lot ot tbe construction workers who opposed the Philadelphia Plan just 
couldn t sympathize with the colleges. According to them, putting up a 
building the right way, making sure the electrical works is perfect-these 
are matters of life or death.

When John Jesson hits a jump shot 
or pulls down a rebound these days, 
he doesn’t hear a sound from the 
crowd. Not a peep. 

Quite a change from his high 
school career at Westland John 
Glenn where the 6-foot-3 forward 
earned All-League and All-Area 
berths following a successful senior 
season. Jesson averaged some 16 
points and 10 rebounds per game, 
good enough for a nice share of fan 
and peer recognition. 

That was 1975. Today, Jesson is a 
recreation league ballplayer. One of 
the better ones around. After five 
games in the Westland-Garden City 
basketball circuit, Jesson leads all 
scorers with a 34.5 points-per-outing 
average, including one 43-point 
performance. 

Yet despite such impressive 
statistics for the undefeated Jock 
Shop team, the Bailey Recreation 
Center in Westland remains 
relatively quiet on game nights. 
Only the squeaking of gym shoes 
running up and down the floor, an 
occasional referee's whistle or 
shouts of encouragement from 
teammates are heard. 

The level of competition varies 
greatly from night to night. Players 
can range in talent from playground 
types with little if any organized 
basketball background to former 
professionals. 

Jesson holds his own no matter 
what the talent on the floor. 

“I’m playing four nights a week 
now," admitted Jesson, who also 
competes in Walled Lake and Taylor 
leagues in addition to the Westland- 
Garden City schedule. “In Walled 
Lake I’m on a team with Curtis 
Rowe and Willie Norwood (former 
Detroit Piston starters). I had to try 
out to make that team. 

“Here (Westland) the competition 
is not real stiff,” he added. “There 
are only a few good teams and I’m 
lucky to be on a team with some 
great passers. We get the ball out 


quick and I get a lot of fast break 
baskets.” 

Jesson began his basketball 
career in the eighth grade (“Most 
kids started earlier,” he points out), 
before moving to John Glenn. At 6- 
foot-3 and 180 pounds he was big 
enough to compete at forward and 
center in the prep ranks. Then his 
problems surfaced. 

“Sure. I wanted to play college 
basketball,” Jesson admitted, “but 
there wasn’t much interest in me. I 
got a couple letters but I think there 
would have been a better op- 
portunity if our team had done 
better. We had started out strong but 
only had a mediocre second half of 
the season. 

“And at 6-foot-3, 1 was too small to 
play forward in college. I had to 
change to guard and I just couldn’t 
play that position very well.” 

Following a year of work at a 
bakery, Jesson joined the Henry 
Ford Community College squad as a 
walk-on for one year, with little 
results. 

‘They had just had a big 
recruiting year and the coach gave a 
preference to the recruits,” recalled 
Jesson. “I didn't see too much ac- 
tion ” 

Since • high school, however, 
Jesson has continued to compete in 
various recreation leagues and 
pickup contests. Now he finally 
believes he’s at the top of his game. 

‘Tve gained 20 pounds since high 
school,” laughed Jesson, 23, “but 
I’m just as quick as before. A lot of 
guys play once a week during the 
winter — I enjoy playing all year 
round, even in summer I love the 
game and it keeps me in shape.” 

Jesson, who recently moved to 
Wixom, is even willing to commute 
some 20 miles for his games in 
Westland. A truck driver, he’s 
always been able to schedule time 
for his fun on the hardwoods. 

One doesn’t score more than 30 
points per night without plenty of 
practice, whether in the NBA or the 
local recreation league. Dedication 
is as much a part of John Jesson’s 
game as his 15-foot jump shot.

Here's an interesting commodity for you: 
a musical biography of perhaps America’s 
best-known bad guy, Jesse James, as per- 
formed mainly by Levon Helm (ex of the 
Band), Johnny Cash, Emmylou Harris, and 
country-rocker Charlie Daniels. 

Now, it’s very seldom that the musical 
story succeeds on record, just witness the 
abysmal “War Of The Worlds” fiasco of a 
few years back, or more recently (and 
similar to this project) the Civil War musical 
melodrama “White Mansions.” But for some 
reason— 'I'm not quite sure just what exac- 
tly— “The Legend Of Jesse James” works, 
both musically and lyrically in a way that 
demands repeated listenings, something 
extremely rare with this type of venture. 

Divided into 16 songs (or “chapters”), the 
album kicks off with “Ride Of The Redlegs,” 
which tells of how Federal soldiers rode onto 
the James’ farm in search of Frank, a 
Confederate guerilla. Even though the l5- 
y ear-old Jesse didn’t know the whereabouts 
of his older brother, the officer gives the 
command “Sergeant strip him - Corporal 
whip him - Beat him till he can’t walk. ” 

Before leaving, the soldiers hang Jesse and 
Frank’s stepfather — just as an af- 
terthought. 

I’m sure the story is familiar to most of 
you, but the delightful countryish musical 
setting adds atmosphere galore, with Albert 
Lee’s guitar playing every bit as Jesse’s six- 
gun. The singers are obviously sympathetic 
to the story, and Paul Kennerly’s songs 
provide them with a perfect outlet for their 
feelings — and I’ll guarantee you that anyone 
as totally involved in country music (and

Penny -saving pizzas 


As people who pick pizza as their favorite food have 
discovered, there’s literally no limit to its versatility! 

Remember, the first pizzas were made by bakers in 
Italy from scraps of dough, tomato sauce and cheese to 
feed the poor. They were thin but hot and hearty, the 
tomato sauce and seasonings combining with the 
cheese to give them an appeal that few foods can 
match. 

Oh, so you don’t have any meat on hand? The first 
pizzas probably didn’t have it either. If you want to 
keep the pizza meatless, there are vegetables that can 
make it seem meaty. They include eggplant, 
mushrooms and zucchini with tomatoes, of course. 
These supply vegetable protein and the cheeses, 
Provolone, Ceddar and Parmesan, provide animal 
protein. 

Or you can make a meaty pizza with Italian sausage 
and pizza sauce. This type, naturally, doesn’t need as 
much cheese, so Colby and Mozzarella can decorate 
the top in a triangular arrangement that melts in- 
vitingly toward the end of cooking time. 

Take your choice in the crust, as well. Vegetarian 
Pizza has a crust made from buttermilk baking mix. 
Easy ‘n Good Pizza uses frozen bread dough. Either 
way, it’s “Buon Appetito!" 

VEGETARIAN PIZZA 
One 12-inch pizza 

Crust: 

1 1 4 cups buttermilk baking mix 
*4 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
>4 tsp. Italian seasoning 
One-third to cup milk 
Filling: 

2 tbsp. butter 

One-third cup chopped onion 
1 small clove garlic, minced 
1 can (8 oz.) stewed tomatoes 
1 can (6 oz.) tomato paste 
1 tsp sugar 
>2 tsp. oregano 
•4 tsp. salt 
‘h tsp. pepper 

3 tbsp. butter 

1 cup diced eggplant 
1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Provolone cheese 
I cup sliced fresh mushrooms 
1 cup zucchini, sliced 1 4 -inch thick 
I cup (4 oz.) shredded Ceddar cheese 
Green pepp?r strips 
Chopped pimiento 

Combine buttermilk mix, Parmesan cheese and 


Italian seasoning. Stir in enough milk to make a soft 
dough. Knead 8 to 10 strokes on surface dusted w-ith 
buttermilk mix. Press dough into buttered 12 -inch 
pizza pan. forming a rim around edge, set aside. For 
filling, saute’ onion and garlic in 2 tablespoons butter in 
medium-sized saucepan until tender, about 5 minutes. 
Stir in tomatoes and liquid, tomato paste, sugar and 
seasonings. Heat to boiling, stirring occasionally. 
Simmer, uncovered, 5 minutes: set aside. Preheat 
oven to 400 degrees. 

Meanwhile, saute’ eggplant in 3 tablespoons butter 
until tender-crisp, about 5 minutes; drain. Spread 
sauce over crust; sprinkle with Provolone cheese. 
Sprinkle eggplant, mushrooms and zucchini over 
cheese. Bake 15 to 18 minutes Remove from oven. 
Sprinkle with Cheddar cheese; arrange green pepper 
strips over cheese; sprinkle with pimiento. Return to 
oven and bake just until cheese is melted, about 5 
minutes. Serve immediately. 

EASY N GOOD PIZZA 
One 1 4-inch [lizza 

1 loaf <1 lb.) frozen white bread dough 
I lb. mild Italian sausage, casing removed 
1 cup chopped onion 
I can (15 oz.) pizza sauce 
I tsp. oregano 
1 tsp. salt 
•4 tsp. pepper 

4 slices (4 oz.) Colby cheese, each cut into 2 triangles 
4 slices <4 oz.) Mozzarella cheese, each cut into 2 
triangles 

Butter frozen dough; place in unbuttered large bowl; 
cover loosely and let thaw several hours at room 
temperature or overnight in refrigerator. Punch down 
risen dough. Roll out on lightly floured surface to form 
a 14-inch circle Press dough imo a buttered 14-inch 
pizza pan. pressing up to form an edge Preheat oven to 
400 degrees. Saute’ Italian sausage with onion in a 
large skillet until sausage is brown and crumbly ; drain 
off drippings. Stir in pizza sauce, oregano, salt and 
pepper Simmer, uncovered, 5 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally. 

Reserve *2 cup sauce for topping. Spread remaining 
sauce evenly over top of dough in pizza pan. Bake 20 to 
25 minutes or until crust is golden brown Alternate 
overlapping triangles of Colby and Mozzarella cheese 
to form a circle about 1 inch from edge of sauce. Spoon 
reserved sauce over cheese slices, near center of pizza . 
Return to oven just until cheese melts, about 3 minutes. 
Serve immediately.

If politicians would come to believe that charity should begin at home. 
And let’s begin with those elderly we hear are eating dog food to exist, 
she says. 

(And I’ve a P S. of my own to add: wouldn’t it be nice if the “year of 
the rear" is finally behind us! Did the rest of you get just a wee bit tired 
of looking at all those posteriors 0 ) 


That Christmas present of mine, “American Averages", which I 
added to my personal reference collection, gets more interesting each 
time I break open the covers. 

I’m presuming that most of you don’t have access to that most 
fascinating collection of “Amazing facts of American life" and 
therefore, I’d like to pass on a few' more to you this week. 

Take the average American woman for instance (and Henny 
Youngman would add, “please!") - She marries at 21; has her first 
child 16 to 25 months later; has two or three children, quits having 
children before she is 30; is 52 when her last child marries: lives alone 
with her husband for another 11 years before he dies and lives w ithin an 
hour’s drive of her nearest child’s home. 

That same average woman is also the paymistress since in two out of 
three homes in the U S., the w ife pays the bills. And. like seven out of 10 
families in the country, she and her husband ow n their own home 

And how' about those American kids? Of every 100 in America: 66 live 
with both parents ( still in their first marriage) : five live part of the time 
with each of their divorced parents, eight live w ith one parent and one 
step-parent ; 18 live with one parent and three live with neither parent 
but instead with relatives. 

As to what we own as average Americans? The average household 
has six radios, including those in the family cars There’s a television 
set in 98 percent of American homes. In three-quarters, it’s a color set 
and half of us have two or more TV’s 

And of every 100 homes in the good old U S. of A , 36 have three 
bedrooms, 34 have two, 15 have one, 13 have four or more and two don’t 
have any. 


After reading Cynthia Freeman’s “Portraits" and liking her style and 
subject matter, I was eager to sample another of her novels so got 
m yse)f on the waiting list at the library' for one of her earlier works, “A 
World Full of Strangers." 

This is the kind of tale where you long to see the male protagonist get 
his comeuppance. David Rezinetsky. the youngest son in a family of 
orthodox Jews, has a chip on his shoulder from the very beginning of the 
story which causes the reader to dislike him almost at once. 

His progression into a self-satisfying, demanding egotist leaves you 
with a bad taste in your mouth despite his repressed inner feelings of 
inferiority. You do NOT grow' to like David who is convinced early in his 
marriage to Katie that being a Jew is a definite hindrance, the reason he 
will never become successful His decision to forsake his heritage, his 
family and everything relative to Judaism remains the central theme 
throughout the novel 

Katie, with whom he falls in love on their first meeting in New York’s 
Jewish ghetto, bears the brunt of his self-centeredness and cruelty as 
do© their son, Mark, w'ho is never told the truth about his father’s 
background. And the reader waits throughout the chapters for Katie to 
"seek revenge" for the deprivation of her faith and the indifference 
David ( who has become David Reid ) inflicts on both her and his son. 

The fact that Katie does NOT demand more recognition and allows 
David’s arrogance and hateful moods doesn’t make her a very en- 
dearing person either. But you ARE able to register a little sympathy 
for her and even more for her son 

And when David eventually takes a mistress, it seems .almost un- 
believable that anyone could love him His lavishness with Maggie, such 
a marked contrast to his character, only adds fuel to the flame of one’s 
dislike of him.

Reenge is sweet-Rockets beat Franklin 


Glenn wins on Sisson's last second basket

John Glenn started the new year 
with two victories, nipping Nor- 
thwest Suburban League foe Livonia 
Franklin, 57-55, in the last three 
seconds after ripping Cherry Hill, 
80-08, three nights earlier. 

The two impressive wins helped 
the Rockets shake off the Christmas 
Tournament loss to arch-rival 
Wayne Memorial and raise its 
overall record to 6-2. Rob Sisson’s 5- 
footer swished the net with three 
seconds showing on the clock and 
three Patriots waving hands in his 
face. 

Glenn Coach Dan H£nry praised 
guard Tony Dalimonte for a fine 
two-way performance, notching six 
points and helping to run the Rocket 


offense. But more importantly, the 
scrappy ball of energy held Franklin 
scoring ace. Jeff Wojcik, to only 
eight points. 

“I definetely believe that was the 
key to our victory,” Henry said. 
“Wojcik went into the game with a 
22 point average and we knew we 
had to shut him down. Dalimonte did 
a great job.” 

And it was Dalimonte who set up 
the winning basket. Glenn got the 
ball with two minutes left in the 
game and the score knotted at 55-all. 
The Rockets went into a 4-corner 
stall, trying to get Jim McIntyre’s 
crew to £ome out of its zone defense 
However, they wouldn’t bite and 
Glenn called its last time-out to plan 
the final shot. * 

As the clock went inside 10 
seconds, Dalimonte drove toward 


the basket from his guard position 
and dumped off a perfect pass to 
Sisson, who took a couple dribbles 
and popped in his short jumper 
from the baseline to ice the verdict. 


Sisson drilled in 18 points and 
grabbed 11 rebounds w'hile team- 
mate Dave Ward continued his fine 
play in notching 22 points and 
snaring 11 caroms. 


Forward Ron Lohman took up 
some of the scoring slack from 
W’ojcik by pumping in 16 points and 
grabbed nine rebounds, guard Mike 
Williamson added 12 points and Bob 


Stebbins had nine points and 10 
rebounds for Franklin, who sank to 
4-3 overall and 1-2 in the Northwest 
Suburban League., 

The veteran McIntyre thought 
there was ample opportunity for his 
team to score even though his top 
point-maker, Wojcik, was muzzled. 

“Wojcik didn’t free-up for shots as 
much as we would have liked, but we 
expected Glenn to concentrate on 
him so we devised other scoring 
plans,” the Franklin mentor pointed 
out ‘‘However, we missed some 
easy shots early in the game, and 
especially a lay-up just before the 
half that could have made a big 
difference in the game. 

"But give John Glenn credit — it 
was a good game between two

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Is the 'stall' 
coming back?

Is it fair to take the air out of the basketball? 

Should teams be able to stall for four or five minutes at a time 
before tossing the ball at the basket? 

Is it time for a “shot-clock” in high school and college basketball 
like the pros have? 

These are questions on the minds of many coaches and fans after 
several prep games last week ended in midget scores. 

Most notable probably was Detroit Southwestern’s 15-14 victory 
over Detroit Murray-Wright in the PSL in the Motor City. It was 
the lowest score in the league in more than 50 years and definitely 
had the fans muttering to themselves during the in-action. 

But how about Plymouth Salem’s 46-38 loss to Ypsilanti? The 
Rocks knew their best — and perhaps only — chance to beat the 
Braves was to stall and play a “deliberate” game. Coach Fred 
Thomann’s crew trailed 19-14 after the first two periods before 
considerably more scoring in the last half raised the score closer to 
the mid-century point mark. 

Over at Canton High School, the Chiefs of Craig Bell “let the air 
out of the ball” for another reason. With high-scoring star, Sean 
Houle, out with the flu and Canton mishandling the ball in the 
previous game’s loss, Bell said “No more." 

So he ordered the “deep freeze.” At one point in the game, Canton 
wasted four minutes in the third period before aiming at' the net. 

Waterford Mott’s coach, Ray Robinspn, was furious with Bell’s 
tactics and said they had no place in prep sports. "I’m glad I don’t 
have to come back here and play,” Robinson told reporters after 
the wintertime waltz on the court. Mott is dropping out of the 
Western Six League after this season. 

“This is not my concept of how to play. You wonder if it’s the 
coaches game or the kid’s game,” said Robinson, who estimated 
his team was on defense 22 of the game’s 32 minutes. “When we 
stall, we look to score — not just run time off the clock.” 

Bell defended his game plan. 

“We wanted to control the basketball and try to get some un- 
contested layups. We had “blown” our game to Farmington three 
nights earlier with bad floor play, inaccurate passes and mental 
mistakes. 

“I vowed that night that we wouldn’t do it again against Mott. I 
planned a slowed-down, more deliberate game — and then when 
Sean Houle came down with the flu and couldn’t play, I told the 
boys to work the ball until they either had a layup or high per- 
centage shot. 

“It’s not illegal to stall,” Bell said by way of explanation. “We 
played perfectly within the rules.” 

And what he says is true. 

But what about the fans who come to watch action on the court? 
Are they being gypped by the lack of action on the hardwood? Do 
fans pay their dollars to watch players bounce the ball hundreds of 
times and exchange passes — or do they want to see scoring as 
well. 

Dean Smith, the “Disciple of Delay” at North Carolina, is usually 
given credit for coming up with the “4-comer offense.” That’s the

maneuver when his team is ahead that he spreads four players into 
thefour corners of the front court and one at the top of the key. The 
tactic has been used with great success by the Tar Heels and others 

— but it has usually been employed in the last four or five minutes 
of the game. 

Now, however, some teams begin stalling before they leave the 
locker room. 

Usually a team stalls to offset their opponent’s superior speed or 
height. Coach Bell’s reason for stalling — because of floor mistakes 
and mishandling of the ball by his guards — adds a new dimension 
to the slow motion methods of Dr. Naismith’s game. 

With all the slow-down tactics and lack of action, more and more 
people are calling for a “shot clock” in college and high school 
basketball games. Professional basketball uses a 24-second clock 

— that is, teams have nearly half a minute to get off a shot. They 
can’t sit on the ball or just pass it back and forth while the clock 
runs out and the fans twiddle their thumbs. 

North Carolina’s Dean Smith — the “passing” fancy — 
vigorously defends the use of stall procedures and claims it takes a 
great talent to employ its use. Others say a “shot clock” in college 
and prep basketball would allow the use of limited stalling and yet 
not permit one squad to completely deflate the rubber sphere. 

Of course, a shot clock in college and high school should be a lot 
more liberal — say perhaps 30 to 40 seconds, or maybe even longer. 
We have a lot of outstanding prep and college cage coaches in this 
area who could give real input into the subject and offer their ex- 
perience and instruction. 

I’m sure there are many coaches on both sides of the issue — 
some would not want a shot clock instituted, while other coaches 
would give anything for a limited time a quintet would have to shoot 
the ball. 


One of the most disgusting things to me, personally, is the last 
two minutes of many football games. The team that’s ahead flops 
on the ball for two or three straight downs while the other team, 
depleted of their time-outs, stands idly by and 80,000 fans watch the 
dying seconds tick off during the in-action. 

I think the clock should stop after every play in the last two 
minutes of a football game, even running plays, unless one team is 
15 or more points ahead. 

But that’s a different sport and another column. 

In the meantime, we’d like to hear from fans and coaches to see 
how you feel about putting a “shot clock” into high school and 
college basketball games. 

And no stalling, either!

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE CABLE 
TELEVISION SYSTEMS IN THE CITY OF 
BELLEVILLE: TO ESTABLISH RULES APPLICABLE 
BETWEEN SUBSCRIBERS AND CABLE TELEVISION 

* COMPANIES FOR CABLE TELEVISION SERVICES: 

TO REQUIRE A FRANCHISE FOR CABLE 
TELEVISION SERVICE AND TO ESTABLISH FEES, 
CONDITIONS, REQUIREMENTS AND PROCEDURES 
FOR OBTAINING A FRANCHISE: TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF RATES FOR SERVICES 
AND PROCEDURES TO VARY RATES : TO ESTABLISH 
PROCEDURES AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO 
TERMINATION, REVOCATION, SURRENDER AND 
RENEWAL OF FRANCHISES: TO ESTABLISH A 
CABLE TELEVISION COMMISSION: TO ESTABLISH 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE. 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS : 

ARTICLE I 

TITLE AND PURPOSE 

SECTION 1.1 Short Title. This Ordinance shall be known as the "City of 
Belleville Cable Television Franchise". 

SECTION 1.2 Declaration of Purpose. The purpose of the Cable Television 
Franchise Ordinance is to provide fair regulation of cable television service 
in the City of Belleville in the interest of the public; to promote and en- 
courage adequate, economical and efficient cable television service, and 
communication to the residents of the City of Belleville; to promote and to 
encourage harmony between cable television companies ana their sub- 
scribers and to provide for the furnishing of cable television system service 
to the residents of the City of Belleville without unjust discrimination, undue 
preferences or advantages 

ARTICLE II 
DEFINITIONS 

SECTION 2 1 Definitions. For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following 
terms, phrases, words and their derivatives shall have the meaning given 
herein. When not inconsistent with the context, words used in the present 
tense include the future, words in the plural number include the singular 
number, and words in the singular number include the plural number. 

SECTION 2.2 The words "Cable Television System" or "CATV System" 
shall mean a system of antennas, cables, wires, lines, towers, waveguides, 
or other conductors, converters, equipment or facilities, designed and 
constructed for the purpose of producing, receiving, transmitting, am- 
plifying and distributing, audio, video and other forms of electronic or 
electrical signals, located in the City. Said definition shall not include any 
such facility that serves or will serve only subscribers in one or more 
multiple unit dwellings under common ownership, control or management, 
and does not use City rights-of-way. 

SECTION 2.3 The word "City" is the City of Belleville, Wayne County, 
State of Michigan. 

SECTION 2.4 The word "Company" shall mean any person who owns, 
controls, operates or manages a cable television system for the purpose of 
providing cable television service to members of the public located in the 
City of Belleville except that such definition shall not include. 

a. a telephone, telegraph or electric utility in a case where it 
merely leases or rents to a cable communications com- 
pany utility pole contact space for the placing thereon of 
wire or cable facilities used in the distribution of 
television or other signals to the subscribers of such cable 
communications company or, 

b. a telephone or telegraph utility regulated by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission or Federal Communications 
Commission in a case where it merely provides com- 
munication channel service under published tariffs to a 
cable television company for the distribution of television 
signals to the subscribers of such company. 

SECTION 2.5 The word "Council" is the City Council of the City of 
Belleville. 

SECTION 2.6 The words "Federal Communications Commission" shall 
mean the federal agency constituted by the Communications Act of 1924 as 
amended, and may be referred to as the FCC. 

SECTION 2.7 The word "franchise" shall mean the nonexclusive right for 
the operation of a community television and communication distribution 
system in the City. 

SECTION 2.8 The word "Franchisee" shall mean the company granted a 
franchise pursuant to this Ordinance. 

SECTION 2.9 The words "Gross Revenues" shall mean all revenues 
derived directly or indirectly by the Company, its affiliates, subsidiaries, 
parent, and any person in which the Company has a financial interest, from 
providing cable television services within the City, including, but not limited 
to, basic subscriber service monthly fees, pay cable fees, installation and 
reconnection fees, leased channel fees, converter rentals, studio rental, 
production equipment and personnel fees, and advertising revenues; 
provided, however, that this shall not include any taxes on services fur- 
nished by the Company herein imposed directly upon any subscriber or user 
by the state, locai u* ullier governmental unit and collected by the Company 
on behalf of said governmental unit, nor shall if include any other pass- 
through revenue collected on behalf of any third party. 

SECTION 2.10 The words "Initial Service Area" shall include all current 
dwelling units within the City and those which have been approved as of the 
initial construction date provided for herein, together with any subdivision 
which has been approved as of the initial construction date as provided for 
herein. 

SECTION 2.11 The word "Installation" shall mean the connection of the 
system from feeder cable to subscribers’ terminals. 

SECTION 2.12 The word "Person" shall mean any one or more in- 
dividuals, firms, corporation, association, partnership or organization of 
any kind, and any combination thereof. 

SECTION 2.13 The words "Regular Subscriber Service" shall mean all 
subscriber services provided by the Company, including the delivery of 
broadcast signals, covered by the regular monthly charge paid by all sub- 
scribers, excluding optional or premium services for which a separate 
charge is made. 

SECTION 2.14 The word "Street" shall mean the surface of and the space 
above and below any public street, road, highway, freeway, lane, path, 
public way or place, alley, court, sidewalk, boulevard, parkway, drive or 
other easement now or hereafter held by the City for the purpose of public 
travel and shall include such other easements or right-of-way as shall be now 
held or hereafter held by the City which shall within their proper use and 
meaning entitle the City and its Company to the use thereof for the purpose 
of installing or transmitting cable transmissions over poles, wires, cables, 
conductors, ducts, conduits, vaults, manholes, amplifiers, appliances, at- 
tachments and other property as may be ordinarily necessary and pertinent 
to a cable system. 

ARTICLE III 

FRANCHISE AND APPLICATION 

SECTION 3.1 Franchise Required. No person shall construct, install, 
maintain or operate a cable television system in the City of Belleville, nor 
shall any person provide a cable television service in the City of Belleville 
without such person having first obtained a franchise therefor from the 
Council in the form of a franchise agreement between the City of Belleville 
and the Franchisee, which franchise agreement shall include, at a 
minimum, compliance with the specifications of this Ordinance. 

a. The specifications required by this Ordinance are 
minimum requirements of a franchise agreement. Ad- 
ditional requirements including, but not limited to, rates, 
charges, deposits, specifications regarding required 
interconnections, studios or other signal origination 
facilities, number of channels to be equipped and 
available for immediate use upon initial construction of 
the system use of channels by the City, schools and other 
education institutions, quality of community access, 
availability of equipment to users, required establishment 
and expansion of service area, other use of channels and 
other specifications or requirements of a cable television 
Franchisee or system may be established in the franchise 
agreement. 

SECTION. 3.2 Application. The application for such 
franchise to install, construct, maintain or operate a cable 
television system in the City of Belleville or to furnish a 
cable television service therein shall be made in writing to 
the council in such form as may be prescribed; shall in- 
clude a description and map of the territory within the 
City of Belleville in which the cable television system is to 
be installed, constructed, maintained or operated or cable 
television service is to be provided; shall be accompanied 
by a showing of the applicant’s legal, financial, technical 
and other qualifications to be a Franchisee, hereunder; 
and shall contain: 

a. in establishing legal qualifications, if other than a single 
individual, a certified copy of the partnership agreement, 
articles of association, or articles of incorporation, as the 


case may be, and also, if a foreign corporation, a certified 
copy of its authorization to do business in the State of 
Michigan, if a Michigan corporation, a list of all persons 
who own or have the right or option to acquire five percent 
(5 percent) or more of the issued stock of said cor- 
poration; 

b. in establishing financial qualifications, a copy of ap- 
plicant’s current compiled Statement of Income and 
Expenses together with the balance sheet as of the date 
not more than sixty (60) days prior to the date of the ap- 
plication shall be furnished; if a loan or other credit 
arrangement is to be consummated to finance the 
estab!::hment and operation of the proposed facilities, full 
particulars relative thereto shall be disclosed, including 
the identity of the creditor ; 

c. in establishing technical qualifications, a statement of the 
arrangements to ensure the rendition of good service, 
including the type and kind of facilities to be employed, 
the technical standards to be followed, the ifiaintenance 
and repair facilities to be used, and the number and 
description of technical personnel, including copies of any 
contracts, agreements or arrangements relating to any of 
the above; 

d. a statement as to the location of the antenna site or sites, 
head-ends and/or microwave facilities to be used ; 

e. the location of any places of business of organizations 
engaged in providing cable television service, or in- 
terlocking directorships or ownerships held by any 
owners, officers or directors of applicant with any other 
business engaged in providing cable television service; 

f. a detailed statement as to the arrangements and 
timetable by which applicant proposes to construct its 
cable television facilities and system including detailed 
description of portions of the City to be served by the 
system within one ( 1 ) year, eighteen ( 18) months, and two 
(2) years, of the granting a franchise by the City ; 

g. the total number of channels to be offered ; 

h. the signals to be carried initially from the following 
sources : 

(1) Local off-air 

(2) Imported off-air 

(3) Local access 

i (4) Local educational 

(5) Cable company generated 

(6) Interconnections 

(7) Satellite 

(8) Other 

i. the potential for use by educational institutions, com- 
munity groups, householders, and local commercial in- 
terests, including a statement of policy regarding local 
access procedures ; 

). projected development of customer and community 
services, indicating priorities in development and 
estimated schedules therefor ; 

k. a statement of policy regarding interconnection 
specifying initial operation interconnections; 

1 a map designating those areas of the City to be serviced 
by the system. 

m the extent of operational bi-directional signals on the 
initial system and projected timetables for expansion of 
bi-directional services ; 

n. a complete description of any equipment to be furnished 
the City and/or Schools (public and private) including 
costs, useful life, and relationship to other equipment 
furnished or required ; 

o. a description of cable-company-owned studio and remote 
equipment to be used for program purposes, the location 
of same, and a statement of policy regarding use and 
scheduling; 

p. costs estimates of development, installation and main- 
tenance of the system. This item shall be deemed to in- 
clude the proposed cost of acquisition of the system, if 
approval of a transfer of the franchise has been requested 
under the Ordinance. 

q revenue forecasts for the next five (5) years of service; 
projected level of employment; 

r. a proposed schedule of rates for installation charges, 
monthly service fees and relocation charges; such other 
information as the City may request. 

SECTION 3.3 APPLICATION FEEL At the time the application is filed 
with the City a fee in the amount of Two Thousand Five Hundred ($2,500.00) 
Dollars shall be paid to the City Treasurer. The application fee shall be 
refunded if the applicant is not given a Franchise Agreement. 

SECTION 3.4 COUNCIL ACTION. U pon the filing of such an application 
and the payment of the fee as prescribed, the council shall consider the 
application and may request such additional information as it may deem 
necessary to establish the legal, financial, technical and other qualifications 
of the applicant to provide a cable television service in the City of Belleville. 


City of Belleville. 

If the council determines that the applicant possesses 
the necessary qualifications, legal, financial, technical 
and otherwise, to reasonably assure applicant’s ability to 
satisfactorily install, construct, maintain or operate a 
cable television system or to furnish a cable television 
service to the public in the City of Belleville, the council 
may issue the applicant a nonexclusive franchise in the 
City of Belleville. 

b In determining whether such a franchise shall be 

issued, the council shall take into consideration, among 
other th.ngs, the technical qualifications of the applicant; 
the ability of applicant to efficiently perform the service 
for which the franchise is requested, including the prior 
experience, if any, of the applicant in providing cable 
television systems or furnishing cable television service; 
the proposed rate schedule, the nature and scope of the 
applicant’s proposed system; the timetables for 
development of applicant’s proposed system; the quality 
of proposed programming; and the potential for service 
development that is beneficial to the residents of the City. 


SECTION 3.5 Ri ghts and Privileges Upon receipt of a franchise, the 
Company shall have the right and privilege to construct, erect, operate and 
maintain in, upon, along, across, above, over or under the streets, alleys, 
public utility easements, public ways and public places now laid out or 
dedicated and all extensions thereof and additions thereto in the City, all 
poles, wires, cables, underground conduits, manholes and other conductors 
and fixtures necessary for the maintenance and operation in the City of a 
cable television system for the transmission of television signals and all 
other signals permitted by the FCC, either separately or upon or in con- 
junction with any public utility maintaining the same in the City, with all of 
the necessary and desirable appliances and appurtenances pertaining 
thereto. Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, this franchise and 
grant shall and does hereby include the right in, over, under and upon the 
streets, sidewalks, alleys, public utility easements and public grounds and 
places in the City to install, erect, operate or in any way acquire the use of, 
as by leasing or licensing, all lines and equipment necessary to a cable 
television system and the right to make connections to subscribers and the 
right to repair, replace, enlarge and extend such lines, equipment and 
connections. The rights herein granted for the purposes herein set forth shall 
not be exclusive, and the City reserves the right to grant a similar use of 
such streets, alleys, public utility easements, public ways and places to any 
person at any time during the period of this franchise, PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that nothing contained herein shall be deemed to require the 
granting of additional cable television franchises if, in the opinion of the City 
Council, it is in the public interests to restrict such franchises to one or more. 

SECTION 3.6 Agreement and Incorporation of Application by Reference^ 
Upon awarding oT the franchise and the execution of the Agreement by 
Franchisee, Franchisee agrees to be bound by all of the terms and conditions 
contained in this Ordinance. 

The Company also agrees to provide all services specifically set forth in 
its application and proposal to provide cable television service within the 
confines of the City, and by its acceptance of the franchise, the Franchisee 
specifically agrees that its application is incorporated by reference and 
made a part of the franchise agreement In the event of a conflict between 
such proposals and the provisions of this Ordinance, the provision which 

provides the greatest benefit to the City, in the opinion of the City Council, 

shall prevail. 


SECTION 3.7 Compliance With All Applicable Laws and Ordinances. 
Franchisee shall at all times during the life of the franchise be bound by all 
the terms and conditions contained in this Ordinance and be subject to the 
lawful exercise of the police power of the City and to such regulations as the 
Council shall hereinafter provide, and shall comply with all applicable state 
and federal regulations including, without limitation, the provisions of 
Section 14 of Act No. 368 of the Public Acts of 1925, as amended, being Section 
247.184 of the Compiled Laws of the State of Michigan, concerning obtaining 
any necessary consents from the Board of County Road Commissioners 
and/or the State Highway Commissioners. Said regulations shall expressly 
include a rule prohibiting the use of City streets or alleys for the installation 
of additional utility poles or where the utilities are presently underground, 
prohibit the use of’additional conduit, to be used solely by the CATV Com- 
pany. Also, in the event that the utilities go underground in the future, the 
CATV System shall be reinstalled underground. In the event the CATV 
System has not been installed, it shall be installed underground. 

SECTION 3.8 Duration and Acceptance of Franchise. The franchise ana 
the rights, privileges and authority granted shall take effect and be in force 
from and after final passage of the franchise as provided by law, and shall 
continue in force and effect for a term of fifteen (15) years, provided that 
within sixty (60) days after the date of final passage of the franchise, the 
applicant shall execute a Franchise Agreement which shall contain its 
unconditional acceptance of the franchise and promise to comply with and 
abide by all of its provisions, terms and conditions and all of the provisions, 
terms, and conditions of this Ordinance as they may be from time to time 
amended, changed, added to, or repealed. Such acceptance and promise 
shall be in writing duly executed and sworn to, by or on behalf of the Fran- 
chisee before a notary public or other office authorized by law to administer 
oaths. 

SECTION 3.9 Franchise Renewal. T he franchise may be renewed by the 
City upon application of the Franchisee pursuant to the procedure herein i 
established and in accordance with the then applicable law: 

a. At least six (6) months prior to the expiration of the 
franchise, Company shall inform the City in writing of its 
intent to seek renewal of the franchise. 

b. After giving public notice and conducting a full, open and 
public hearing, the City shall proceed to determine 
whether the Company has satisfactorily performed its 
obligations under the franchise. To determine satisfac- 
tory performance, the City shall consider technical 
developments and performance of the system, 
programming, other services offered, cost of services, 
and apy other particular requirements set forth in the 
ordinance; also, the City shall consider the Company’s 
annual reports made to the City and the FCC; industry 
performance on a national basis shall also be considered. 
Provision shall be made for public comment. Renewal 
shall not be unreasonably denied, and should be granted 
unless the Company is found to be unqualified to continue 

-v operation of this cable television system because of 

breach of ordinance conditions, poor service, insolvency, 
fraud, or other lawful reason. 

c. If the City finds the Company’s performance satisfactory, 
a new franchise may be granted pursuant to the ordinance 
as amended for an additional period of fifteen (15) years. 
Subsequent renewal for fifteen ( 15) year periods may be 
applied for by Company in accordance with procedure 
outlined in Section 7. 

d. Should the City, for any reason, be unable to complete the 
renewal proceeding prior to expiration of this franchise, 
the Company shall have the right to continue operation of 
its cable television system pursuant to the terms of this 
franchise until such time as the renewal proceeding is 
concluded 

e. Should the City deny renewal of this franchise, such 
denial shall be accompanied by a written statement 
setting forth the reasons for the denial. The Company 
shall have the right to request review of any such denial 
by a court of competent jurisdiction. In the event that 
renewal is not requested, or is denied, and such denial is 
affirmed by a judicial order should the company seek 
review of such denial, the City shall have the right to 
purchase the cable television system at a price not to 
exceed its fair market value. Fair market value shall be 
determined by actual value of wires and electronics. No 
consideration shall be given to goodwill, future profits or 
business interruptions. Should a dispute arise as to fair 
market value, the dispute shall be resolved by arbitration 
or judicial determination. Furthertnore, in the event that 
the City denies renewal, subject to judicial review, and 
declines to exercise its right of purchase as herein 
provided, the Company shall be afforded a period" of not 
more than twelve (12) months following such denial, and 
judicial review, if sought, within which to sell, transfer, or 
convey its cable television system to a qualified purchaser 
at fair market value which purchaser shall be subject to 
approval by the Council. During this twelve (12) month 
period, which shall run from the effective date of the 
decision denying renewal, or order of the Court, if sought, 
the Company shall have the right to operate its cable 
television system pursuant to the terms of this franchise, 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the Company is not 
otherwise in default of the terms of this Ordinance. 

f. In the event the City determines not to renew the fran- 
chise, and declines to exercise its right of purchase as 
provided for herein, and at the expiration of the twelve 
( 12) month period set forth above, the City may seek and 
evaluate applicants and a franchise may be awarded by 
the City. 

SECTION 3.10 Territory Involved. The franchise extends throughout the 
present territorial limits of the City and to any other area henceforth an- 
nexed to or otherwise added to said City during the terms of the franchise 
and service rendered by the Franchisee shall be made available to all 
inhabitants of the City who maj desire service. 

SECTION 3.11 Transmission Line Placement. The poles used by Fran- 
chisee’s transmission and distribution system, wires and appurtenances 
shall be located, erected and maintained on existing utility facilities where 
possible, and Franchisee shall go underground when all utilities do, but not 
necessarily in the utility facilities. 

SECTION 3.12 Police Powers. In accepting the franchise, the Franchisee 
acknowledges that its rights are subject to the City Charter and the police 
power of the City to adopt and enforce general ordinances necessary to the 
safety and welfare of the public; and it agrees to comply with the Charter 
and all applicable general laws and ordinances enacted by the City pursuant 
to such power. 

Any conflict between the provisions of this Ordinance and the franchise 
and any other present or future lawful exercise* of the City’s police powers 
shall be resolved in favor of the latter. 

SECTION 3.13 Revocation of Franchise. Any violation by Franchisee of 
the provisions of this Ordinance or the Franchise Agreement, or the failure 
to properly perform any of the conditions or terms hereof, and not remedy 
such breach within sixty (60) days after having received written notice from 
the City to do so. shall be cause for the revocation of the franchise and all 
rights thereunder. The City Clerk shall report such known noncompliance in 
writing to the Council and, upon due notice to the Franchisee and op- 
portunity to be heard on the charge of noncompliance, the Council may 
revoke such franchise. 


ARTICLE IV 
FRANCHISE FEE 

SECTION 4.1 Franchise Fee. For the reason that the streets of the City to 
be used by the Franchisee in the operation of its system within the boun- 
daries of the City are valuable public properties acquired and maintained by 
the City at great expense to its taxpayers, and that the grant to the Fran- 
chisee to the said streets is a valuable property right without which the 
Franchisee would be required to invest substantial capital in right-of-way 
costs and acquisitions, the Franchisee shall pay to the City an amount equal 
to five per cent (5%) of the Franchisee’s gross annual revenues per year 
(payable monthly] from all sources attributable to the operations of the 
Franchisee within the confines of the City, or reasonsably related to service 
rendered within the City. In the event that it is determined that FCC lacks 
jurisdiction to impose a limitation on franchisee fees, or that the limit is 
raised, then the franchisee fee will be subject to renegotiation. 

SECTION 4.2 Taxes. This payment shall be in addition to any other tax or 
payment owed to the City by the Franchisee. 

SECTION 4.3 Payment. Such franchise fee shall be payable on the 15th day 
of each month fallowing the month for which it is payable. No license fees or 
taxes levied upon the Franchisee by the City shall be credited against the 
payment required herein. The Franchisee shall file a complete and accurate 
verified statement of all gross revenues covering the month for which said 


payment is made. 
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SECTION 4.4 Delinquent Payment In the event that any franchise 
payment or recomputed amount, costs of penalty, is not made on or before 
the applicable dates heretofore specified, interest shall be charged daily 
from such date at the annual rate of twelve percent (12%) or prime rate, 
whichever is greater. 

SECTION 4.5 Audit. The City shall have the right to inspect the Fran- 
chisee’s income records and the right to audit and to recompute any 
amounts determined to be payable under this Ordinance; PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that such audit shall take place within thirty-six (36) months 
following the close of each of the Franchisee’s fiscal years. Any additional 
amount due to the City as a result of the audit shall be paid within thirty ( 30) 
days following written notice to the Franchisee by the City w hich notice shall 
include a copy of the audit report. If, as a result of such audit, it is deter- 
mined that an additional amount is due to the City, which amount constitutes 
ten (10%) per cent or more of the amount originally paid by the Franchisee 
to the City, then the Franchisee shall pay all costs incurred by the City in 
conducting the audit. 

SECTION 4. 6 Availability of Books and Records . The Franchisee shall 
fully cooperate in making available at reasonable times, the opportunity for 
the Citv to inspect the books, records, maps, plans and other like materials 
of the Franchisee applicable to the system, at any time during normal 
business hours, provided where volume and convenience necessitate, the 
Franchisee may require inspection to take place on the Franchisee’s 
premises. 

SECTION 4.7 Other Petitions and Applications . Copies of all petitions, 
applications, communications and reports submitted by the Franchisee to 
the Federal Communications' Commission, Securities and Exchange 
Commission, or any other federal or state regulatory commission or agency 
having jurisdiction in respect to any matters affecting cable television 
operations authorized pursuant to the franchise, shall be provided 
simultaneously to the City. 

SECTION 4.8 Fiscal Reports. The Franchisee shall file annually with the 
City Treasurer, no laier tnan one hundred twenty ( 120) days after the end of 
the Franchisee’s fiscal year, a copy of a financial report applicable to the 
system including an income statement applicable to its operations during 
the preceding twelve ( 12 ) month period, a balance sheet, and a statement of 
its properties devoted to Belleville system operations, by categories, giving 
its investment in such properties on the basis of original cost, less applicable 
depreciation. These records shall be certified as correct by an authorized 
officer of the Franchisee and there shall be submitted along with them such 
other reasonable information as the City shall request with respect to the 
Franchisee’s properties and expenses related to its system operations within 
the City. 

ARTICLE V 

ADVISORY COMMISSION 

SECTION 5.1 Belleville Cable Television Programming Advisory Com- 

mission. The Council may create a cable television programming advisory 
commission consisting of seven (7) members representative of the City’s 
population, which shall be appointed by the Mayor with the consent of the 
Council. Such Commission shall be organized in such a manner as to 
represent the major areas of community interest including, but not limited 
to human relations, religion, recreation, civic and community service, 
government, education, senior citizens, service organizations, and the arts. 
After the creation and appointment of such Commission, the Franchisee 
shall pay to the City, in addition to the franchise fee otherwise provided in 
this Ordinance, an amount of money equal to one (1 percent) percent of its! 
gross revenues which fee may be used by the City for development of public; 
access programming and for expenses incidental to the Commission’s work. 
Such fee shall be paid at the same time as the franchise fee provided for' 
herein to commence with the first franchise fee payment due after the 
Company’s system is operational throughout the initial service area. 

ARTICLE VI 

INSURANCE AND INDEMNIFICATION 
SECTION 6.1 Performance Bond . Within thirty (30) days after the award 
of the franchise, the Franchisee shall file with the City a Performance Bond 
in the amount of Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars in favor of the 
City. This Bond shall be maintained throughout the construction period and 
for ninety (90) days subsequent to the completion of the initial service area. 
Such Bond shall be written by a responsible corporate surety approved by 
the Council upon the recommendation of the City Attorney. 

a. In the event the franchise fails to comply with any law, 
ordinance or regulation governing the franchise, or fails 
to well and truly observe, fulfill and perform each term 
and condition of the franchise, including the Franchisee’s 
proposal, there shall be recoverable, jointly and 
severally, from the principal and surety of the Bond, any 
damages or less suffered by the City as a result, including 
the full amount of any compensation, indemnification, or 
cost of removal or abandonment of any property of the 
Franchisee, plus a reasonable allowance for attorney’s 
fees, including the City’s legal staff, and costs, up to the 
full amount of the Bond. This Section shall be an ad- 
ditional remedy for any and all violations outlined in this 
Ordinance. 

The City may require a Performance Bond to be posted 
by the Franchisee for any construction subsequent to the 
completion of the initial service areas, in a reasonable 
amount and upon such terms as determined by the 
Council. 

The Bond shall containn the following endorsement : 

“It is hereby understood and agreed that this Bond may 
not be cancelled by the surety nor the intention not to 
renew be stated by the surety until sixty (60) days after 
receipt by the City of Belleville, Michigan, by registered 
mail, of a written notice of such intent to cancel or, not to 
renew.’* 

SECTION 6.2 Liability and Insurance . The Franchisee shall maintain, and 
by its acceptance' of the franchise specifically agrees, that it will maintain 
throughout the term of the franchise, insurance insuring the City and the 
Franchisee in the minimum amount of:

(3) Comprehensive General Liability: bodily injury, each 
person $500,000 and each occurrence $1,000,000; property 
damage, each accident $300,000 and aggregate $500,000. 

(4) Comprehensive Automobile Liability; including 
nonownership and hired car coverage as well as owned 
vehicles with minimum limits as follows: bodily injury for 
each person $500,000 and each occurrence $1,000,000; 
property damage for each occurrence $100,000. 

a. The insurance policies obtained by the Franchisee in 
compliance with this Section must be approved by the City 
Attorney and such insurance policies, along with written 
evidence of payment of required premiums, shall be filed 
and maintained with the City Clerk during the term of this 
franchise, and may be changed from time to time to 
reflect changing liability limits. The Franchisee shall 
immediately advise the City Attorney in writing of any 
claim or litigation that may develop that would affect this 
insurance, and the City shall immediately notify the 
Franchisee in writing of any claim or litigation arising out 
of this franchise. 

b. Neither the provisions of this Section nor any damages 
recovered by the City thereunder, shall be construed to or 
limit the liability of the Franchisee under any franchise 
issued hereunder or for damages. 

c. All insurance policies maintained pursuant to the fran- 
chise shall name the City as co-insured and contain the 
following endorsement: 

“It is hereby understood and agreed that this insurance 
policy may not be cancelled by the surety nor the intention 
not to renew be stated by the surety until thirty (30) days 
after receipt by the City of Belleville, Michigan, by 
registered mail, of a written notice of such intention to 
cancel or not to renew.” 

SECTION 6.3 Indemnification . The Franchisee shall, at its sole cost and 
expense, fully indemnify, defend and hold harmless the City, its officers, 
boards, commission and employees against any and all claims, suits, actions 
liability and judgments for damages (including but not limited to expenses 
for reasonable legal fees and disbursements and liabilities assumed by the 
City in connection therewith) . 

(1) To persons or property, in any way arising out of or 
through the acts or omissions of the Franchisee, its ser- 
vants, agents or employees, or to which the Franchisee’s 
negligence shall in any way contribute; and for 


(2) Arising out of any claim for invasion of the right of 
privacy, for defamation of any person, firm or cor- 
poration, or the violation or infringement of any 
copyright, trademark, trade name, service mark or 
patent, or of any other right of any person, firm or cor- 
poration (excluding claims arising out of or relating to 
City programming) ; and for 

(3) Arising out of the Franchisee’s failure to comply with the 
provisions of any federal, state or local statute, ordinance 
or regulation applicable to the Franchisee in its business 
hereunder, 

a. The foregoing indemnity is conditioned upon the 
following: The City shall give the Franchisee prompt 
notice of the making of any claim of the commencement of 
any action, suit or other proceeding covered by the , 
provisions of this Section. Nothing herein shall be deemed 
to prevent the City from cooperating with the Franchisee 
and participating in the defense of any litigation by its 
own counsel at its sole cost and expense. 

ARTICLE VII 

GENERAL SYSTEM STANDARDS 

SECTION 7.1 General System Standards The Franchisee shall establish, 
construct, operate, and maintain the System in accordance with the highest 
standards of the art of cable television and in accordance with the highest 
standards of code of conduct with respect to business of size and type like 
that of the Franchisee. 

a. The Franchisee through the System shall provide ef- 
fective and efficient service in accordance with the rules 
and regulations of all governmental units and agencies 
having regulatory and licensing authority in connection 
with the System. 

b. The Franchisee through the System shall provide 
uniform, strong signals which are free from distortion and 
interference. 

c. The Franchisee shall not interrupt all or any part of the 
services of the System in the absence of absolute need or 
emergency circumstances. 

d. The Franchisee shall establish, construct, operate, and 
maintain the System, including System Facilities, so as to 
at all times meet FCC technical standards, including 
without limitation* specifications for frequency boun- 
daries, visual carriers, frequency levels, aural carrier 
frequency levels, channel frequency response, terminal 
isolation, and radiation. 

e. The Franchisee shall establish, construct, operate, and 
maintain the System in accordance with all applicable 
national, state, and local building and safety codes. In the 
absence of any otherwise applicable building and safety 
code, the Franchisee shall establish, construct, operate 
and maintain the System in accordance with the most 
recent edition of the National Electrical Safety Code and 
the National Electrical Code. 

f. Without limiting the provisions of this Ordinance, the 
Franchisee shall establish, construct, operate, and 
maintain the System in accordance with any proposals or 
representations made to the City Authorities. A copy of 
the Company’s proposal to the City will be incorporated 
by reference in the Franchise Agreement. 

g. The System shall be designed, established, constructed, 
operated, and maintained for 24-hour-a-day continuous 
operation. 

h. The System shall produce for receipt on Subscribers’ 
receivers, which are in good working order, either 
monochrome or color pictures (providing the receiver is 
color capable) that are free from any significant in- 
terference, distortion, or ghosting which would cause any 
material degradation of video or audio quality. 

i. The System shall be capable of providing emergency 
override alerts whereby the City or other governmental 
units or agencies designated may be able to issue a 
bulletin on all channels simultaneously. 

j. • . In connection with the System, the Franchisee shall only 

employ personnel with necessary and sufficient skills and 
experience or training as such shall relate to their 
respective jobs and positions. 

k. The Franchisee shall not be liable for interruption in 
service caused by strikes, war, civil commotion. Acts of 
God, and other causes beyond the control of the Company. 

SECTION 7.2 Use of Citv Streets . All System facilities erected, con- 
structed, or placed by the Franchisee within the City shall be located so as 
not to interfere with the proper use of streets, alleys, and other public ways 
and places, and to cause minimum interference with the rights or 
reasonable convenience of property owners who adjoin any of the said 
streets, alleys, or other public ways and places, and not to interfere with 
existing public utility installations. All service lines shall be underground in 
those areas of the City where both public utilities providing telephone or 
electric service are underground at the time of installation. In areas where 
telephone or electric utility facilities are above ground at the time of in- 
stallation, the Franchisee may install its service above ground. If, sub- 
sequently, the telephone or electric utility facilities go underground, the 
affected facilities of the Franchisee shall go underground simultaneously. 

a. In case of any disturbance of pavement, sidewalk, 
driveway, or other surfacing, the Franchisee shall, at its 
own expense, and in the manner required by the City 
ordinances or policies, replace and restore all paving, 
sidewalk, driveway or other surface of any street or alley 
disturbed. In case of any disturbance on either private or 
public property, the land surface, including plantings and 
trees, shall be restored by the Franchisee to substantially 
its previous condition. 

b. If at any time during the period of the franchise the City 
shall lawfully elect to alter, or change the grade or 
location of any street, alley or other public way, the 
Franchisee shall upon reasonable notice by the City, 
remove, relay and relocate affected System facilities at 
its own expense, and in each instance comply with the 
requirements of the City. 

c. The Franchisee shall not place System facilities above or 
below' ground where the same will interfere with any gas, 
electric, telephone fixtures, water hydrants or other 
utility, and all such poles, conduits or other fixtures 
placed in any street shall be so placed as to comply with 
all ordinances of the City. 

d. The Franchisee may be required by the City to permit 
joint use of its System facilities located in the streets, 
alleys, or other public right of way of the City by utilities 
insofar as such joint use may be reasonably practicable 
and upon payment of reasonable rental therefor ; provided 
that in the absence of agreement regarding such joint use, 
the Corporate Authorities shall provide arbitration of the 
terms and conditions of such joint use and the com- 
pensation to be paid therefrom, which award shall be 
final. 

e. The Franchisee shall, on request of any person holding a 
moving permit issued by the City, temporarily move 
affected System facilities to permit the moving of 
buildings, the expense of such temporary removal to be 
paid by the person requesting such removal, and the 
Company shall be given not less than forty-eight (48) 
hours advance notice to arrange for such temporary 
changes. 

f. The Franchisee shall have the authority, except when in 
conflict with existing City ordinances, to trim any trees 
upon and overhanging public right of way so as to prevent 
the branches of such trees from coming in contact with 
System facilities, except that at the option of the City such 
trimmings may be done by it. or under its supervision and 
direction, at the expense of the Franchisee. 

g. The City shall have the right to install and maintain free 
of charge upon the property of the Company its own 
equipment, including but not limited to, a police and fire 
system and emergency services disaster agency, on the 
condition that such equipment does not interfere with the 
Franchisee’s establishment, construction, operation, and 
maintenance of the System 

h. If the Franchisee seeks to construct and maintain its 
cables and other System facilities on or above public or 
private property, and an easement for such use has 
already been granted to a telephone company, electric or 
other public utility, said easement shall, if at all possible, 
be interpreted so as to grant the Franchisee the same 


rights and privileges as have been granted to the 
telephone and electric companies and other public 
utilities. In such easements, the words ‘ telephone’’ or 
“telephone company’’, “electric company” and the like, 
shall be interpreted to include the Franchisee. The 
Franchisee shall not be required to install cable to service 
areas where the required easements are not reasonably 
obtainable. 

SECTION 7.3 Channel Capacity . The cable television system to be in- 
stalled shall be two way operational and have at least forty (40) channel 
capability. Company will install and maintain a cable television system in 
keeping with latest state-of-the-art technology including the capability for 
satellite reception. The CATV System will be equipped with a backup for 
electrical failure with standby pow'er supplies. Specifically included in said 
channel shall be separate channels each devoted to one of the following 
locally - originated services: time/ weather; community educational; 
governmental affairs; all to be dedicated for the exclusive use of the com- 
munity. 

ARTICLE VIII 
MISCELLANEOUS 

SECTION 8.1 Transfer of Ownership or Control The frachise shall not be 
assigned or transferred, either in whole or in part, or leased, sublet, or 
mortgaged in any manner, nor shall title thereof, either legal or equitable or 
any right, interest, or property therein, pass to or vest in anv person w tihout 
the prior written consent of the City. The Franchisee may, however, transfer 
or assign the franchise to 1 * 3 4 a wholly-owned subsidiary and such subsidiary 
may transfer or assign the franchise back to the Franchisee without such 
consent but notice of such transfer or assignment shall be given, in writing, 
to the City. The proposed assignee must show financial responsibility as 
determined by the City and must agree to comply with all provisions of the 
franchise. The City shall be deemed to have consented to a proposed 
transfer or assignment in the event its refusal to consent is not com- 
municated in writing to the Franchisee within sixty (60) days following 
receipt of written notice of the proposed transfer or assignment. 

a TTie Franchisee shall promptly notify the City of any ac- 
tual or proposed change in, or transfer of, or acquisition 
by any other party of, control of the Company The word • 
“control” as used herein is not limited to major * 
stockholders but includes actual working control in 
whatever manner exercised. Every change, transfer or 
acquisition of control of the Franchisee shall make the 
franchise subject to cancellation or termination unless 
and until the City shall have consented thereto, which 
consent will not be unreasonably withheld. For the pur- 
pose of determining whether it shall consent to such 
change, transfer, or acquisition of control, the City may 
inquire into the qualifications of the prospective con- 
trolling party, and the Franchisee shall assist the City in 
any such inquiry. 

b. The consent or approval of the City to any transfer of the 
Franchisee shall not constitute a waiver of release of the 
rights of the City in and to the streets, and any transfer 
shall by its terms, be expressly subordinate to the terms 
and conditions of this franchise. 

c. In the absence of extraordinary circumstances, the City 
will not approve any transfer or assignment of the fran- 
chise prior to substantial completion of construction of the 
proposed system. 

d. In no event shall a transfer of ownership or control be 
approved without the successor in interest agreeing in 
writing to the terms of this Ordinance and the Franchise } 
Agreement, and without the Franchisee paying all costs 
incurred by the City. 

SECTION 8.2 Initial Rates; Request Timing; Determination of Authority 
The rates for installation of equipment and regular subscriber services shall 
be nondiscriminatory and shall be proposed by the Franchisee and approved 
by the Council; provided, however, that nothing contained herein shall be 
deemed to prohibit reasonable promotional rates which may, from time to 
time be less than the rates proposed and approved.. 

No increase in rates charged for installation of equipment and regular 
subscriber services as approved shall be made effective except as 
authorized by the City Council within ninety (90) days after public notice of 
the proposed increase is given by Franchisee to the Council which shall set 
forth the reasons for such requested increase, and after a full, open .and 
public rate proceeding upon prior notice and opportunity of all interested 
parties to be heard; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that in the event thatTthe" 
Council does not grant or deny the proposed rate increase, in whole or in 
part, within the 90-day notice period, the proposed increase shall be deemed 
approved and shall be effective at the end of the 90-day notice period. ; Ap- 
proval or disapproval by the Council of any rate increase proposed by 
Franchisee may be expressed by simple Resolution. A request for rate in- 
crease shall not be unreasonably denied, and any denial of a rate increase, in 
whole or in part, shall be accomplished by a written statement byahe 
Council which shall set forth the reasons for denial. The Franchisee *^ia II 
have the right to request review of the denial by &nv Court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Rates for services and equipment other than regular subscriber services 
shall be established and published by Franchisee pursuant to the rules of the 
Federal Communication Commission. 

SECTION 8.3 Limitation of Services Services performed pursuant to the 
franchise issued hereunder shall not include the performance of repairing, 
servicing, or selling television sets or television antennas, nor shall; the 
Franchisee recommend service by any other person except for such time 
items as may be directly related to the cable installation and/or connection 
SECTION 8.4 Compliance with Rules and Standards as Adopted by FCC 
The Franchisee shallcomply fully with the rules and standards for the cable 
television operations as adopted by the FCC. 

SECTION 8.5 Emerge ncy Use of Facilities . In the case of any emergency 
or disaster, the Franchisee shall, upon request of the City, make available 
its facilities for emergency use during the duration of such emergency or 
disaster. 

SECTION 8.6 Safety Requirements The Franchisee shall at all tifnes 
employ ordinary care and shall install and maintain in use commonly- ac- 
cepted methods and devices preventing failures and accidents which iare 
likely to cause damage, injuries or nuisances to the public. 

SECTION 8.7 Modification of FCC Rules. Consistent with the requirements 
of FCC Rule 76.31, any modification or amendment thereof by the FCC shall, 
to the extent applicable, be considered to be part of the franchise as of. the 
effective date of such amendment, and shall be incorporated by specific 
amendment thereto within one ( 1 ) year from the effective date of the FCC’s 
amendment or at the time of renewal of this franchise, whichever ocqurs 
first. 

SECTION 8.8 Construction Timetable . Franchisee shall promptly and as 
soon as possible after the granting of the franchise described in this Or- 
dinance apply to the FCC for all permission and authority necessary for the 
lawful operation of a CATV System. Franchisee shall exercise all reasonable 
efforts to complete in a workmanlike manner and in conformity with all 
applicable State, Federal, and City rules and regulations all construction of 
a CATV System within the City within twenty-four months or less fromUhe . 
date upon which it receives a Certificate of Compliance from the FCC The 
Franchisee shall not be responsible for any delays in the progress of wprk 
due to labor disputes, fire, acts of God, unusual delay in transportation, 
unavoidable casualties, failure of other persons to meet properly their 
respective commitments, including, by way of example and not limitation, 
suppliers of essential services or goods, or any and all other causes beyond 
the Grantee’s control. 

SECTION 8. 9 Local Origination Services The Franchisee will maintain 
and operate a fully-equipped studio which will be capable of operation at 
remote locations. This studio will be located within the boundaries of the 
School District. A channel will be dedicated for the use of the School District 
and the local private schools. 

SECTION 8.1 0 Other Services. The Franchisee will provide service to the 
City Hall, Fire Department, Police Department, Public and Private Schools, 
Public Library, and all other public buildings This service is without charge 
to a single point of entry. Any additional and/or extensive wiring required, 
such as in a school building, should be on a cost basis only. In additon, the 
Franchisee will provide a Community Bulletin Board, weather information, 
cable guide listing various services, and an alpha-numeric display for the 
benefit of the impaired-hearing residents 
SECTION 8 11 Subsequent Franchises Any benefits granted , to 
municipalities and residents by Franchisee in presently and subsequently 
granted franchises and amendments thereto shall also inure to the benefit of 
the City and its residents in the same manner as though they were diredtly 
incorporated in this Ordinance 

SECTION 8 12 Prohibition of Discriminatory or Preferential Practice The 
Franchisee shall not, as to rates, charges, service facilities, rules, 
regulations or in any other respect, make or grant preference or advantages 
to any person, or subject any person to any prejudices or disadvantage 
provided, however, that nothing in this section shall be deemed to prohibit 
the establishment of service w ithout charge to public or private educational 
institutions, and such public buildings or facilities as shall from time to time

be designated by the City. This provision shall not be deemed to prohibit 
promotional campaigns to stimulate individuals to connect to the CATV 
service. .. . 

SECTION 8.13 Notice of Interruption for Repairs. Whenever it is 
necessary to shut off or interrupt service tor the purpose of making repairs, 
adjustments or installations, the Franchisee shall do so at such time as will 
cause the least amount of inconvenience to its customers. Unless such in- 
terruption is unforseen and immediately necessary, it shall give reasonable 
notice thereof to all customers affected thereby. 

SECTION 8.14 Local Office or Agent. The Franchisee shall share or 
maintain a local business oil ice or agent for receiving, via a non-toll 
telephone call, inquiries or complaints regarding the quality of service, 
equipment malfunctions, billing disputes and similar matters. All com- 
plaints and inquiries will be investigated, responded to or acted upon as 
promptly as is practical, and unless circumstances otherwise require, 
within three business days of their receipt. 

SECTION 8.15 Riftht of Privacy. T he Franchisee will not monitor sub- 
scriber viewing without the consent of the subscriber in writing. 

SECTION 8.1 6 Interconnections. The Franchisee shall interconnect its 
cable system with all contiguous Belleville cable systems and shall in- 
terconnect with all other systems or service. The Franchisee’s system shall 
be designed and constructed so as to be capable of interconnection with any 
systems existing in municipalities contiguous to Belleville (and insofar as it 
is technically and economically feasible) w'ith such systems anticipated for 
future construction; and the Franchisee shall make reasonable and diligent 
efforts to accomplish interconnection with such systems. However, nothing 
in this provision shall prohibit the charging to subscribers, on a time-used 
basis, of extra fees for cablecase channels received from noncontiguous 
systems. 

SECTION 8.17 Severability. If any clause, sentence, section, paragraph, or 
part of the Ordinance, or fne application thereof to any person, persons, 
firm, partnership, association or corporation, legal entity or circumstance, 
shall be for any reason adjudged by a court of competent jurisdiction to be 
unconstitutional or in error, said Judgment shall not affect, impair or in- 
validate the remainder of this Ordinance and the application of such 
provision to other persons, firms, partnerships, associations or cor- 
porations, legal entities or circumstances, but said judgment shall be 
confined in its operation to the clause, sentence, section paragraph, or part 
of this Ordinance hereby directly involved in the case in controversy in 
which said Judgment shall have been rendered, and to the person, persons, 
firms, parterships, association, corporation, legal entity or circumstance 
then and there involved. It is hereby declared to be the legislative intent of 
this body that this Ordinance would have been adopted had such invalid or 
unconstitutional provision not been included in the Ordinance. 

SECTION 8.18 Ordinance Repealed. All prior ordinances or parts thereof 
in conflict with the provisions of this (Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 8.19 Violations and Penalties. A violation of any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall constitute a misdemeanor. Each day that 
a violation is permitted to exist or does in fact exist shall constitute a 
separate offense. Any person, firm or corporation who violates any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be subject to a fine not exceeding Five Hundred 
($500 .00) Dollars or ninety (90) days in jail, or both, in the discretion of the 
Court. * * 

SECTION 8.2 0 Injunctive Relief. In addition to or in lieu of the penalties 
provided in Section 8.19 any continuing violation of this Ordinance may be 
enjoined by a Court of competent jurisdiction. 

SECTION 8.21 Effective Date. This Ordinance is declared effective on 
January 16, 1981.
